The Laud System. 



It is with no ordinary satisfaction wo 
learn that the Heloet Committee engaged 
upon the land laws is likely to form n 
system at ouco simple ami liberal. Wo 
understand a fundament ual principle 
will bo that evert) man may enter upon and 
acquire, a free homestead in any of t lie. sur- 
veyed lands a f the Province; while unsur- 
vojed lands may he acquired ou equally 
liberal terms under what might almost 
he deBignntod as "squatter's rights." 
This is undoubtedly tho true policy in 
dealing with tho public lands of tho 
country, and wo aro rejoiced to think that 
it is at length about to bo adopted. It 
will, indeed, bo a hopeful day for British 
Columbia when tho "five distinot modes 
of dealing with the public lands," so much 
praised by tho govermout organ shall ho 
superceded by such a simple aud liberal 
system as thero is e7ory reason to look 
for at the hands of the Committee now 
engaged upon the subject. A free home- 
stead/or all eomers is the true motto for 
this i'roTinco to adopt, and thofoworaud 
the ahnplwr the details tho hotter. A con- 
cise and pimplo Act hased upon that prin- 
ciple, publishod in pamphlstforai.tc^ctlu'r 
vnfk a compeud of such information as 
intending emigrants niost]want, is precisely 
what is needed for circulation in those 
centres of population from which British 
Columbia may expect a supply; aud it is 
earnestly to bo hoped that such a pam- 
phlet may bo ready for dostribution with 
tho opening of the coming season. But 
there must bo no more of last summer's 
free grant t-winilles. The country can- 
not atFord to repeat that process ofteuer 
than once in a century. 

The Licence Law 

Now that the civic elections aro over, 
would it not bo well for tho Council to 
set about seeking such changes in tho law 
as will enable them to establish an equi- 
table and intelligible scale of city trades 
licences? Tho public will not havo for- 
gotten tho anomalous condition evolved 
in tho Polico Magistrate's Court, a couple 
of months ago. As tho law stands at pre- 
sent, trado is divided into two classes 
only, wholesalo aud retail, aud it was seen 
how impossible it was to drawitho line 
between thoso entitled to pay a wholo- 
»alo licence and thoso who should only 
be required to pay a retail licence. But, 
apart from this difficulty, thero certainly 
seoms to bo an element of unfairness in 
requiring the small pea-nut shop to pay 
tho same licence as the largest retail stora, 
as there is also in lotting the mammoth 
wholesalo establishment which does its 
business of a quarter of a million a year 
off with tho same tax as is paid by* the 
more humble concern of twenty thou- 
eand or less. It appear, then, that a clas- 
sification having respect to the extent of 
business done might be arrived at which, 
while it would bo more just to tiio tax- 
payer would bo no less productive of re- 
venue. A classification so close as to bo 
open to tho objection of being inquisi- 
torial wo would not be disposed to advo- 
cate; but one which would to a great ex- 
tent adjust theburdon to the back of the 
taxpayer. As tho mattor stands at pre- 
sent, it in simply impossible to draw a 
just and intelligent dividing lino between 
the wholesale and retail trado; and, ovon 
if it wore possible, as wo havo shown, tho 
trade cannot with justice ho grouped 
under two heads. Then, again, thore is 
the liquor traffic, which requires to bo 
placed under better regulations. Wo 
havo always questioned tho wisdom of 
placing it absolutely in the power of one 
man, bo he Mayor or Magistrate, to grant 
or refuse a licence at his own whim ; nor aro 
we altogether free from doubts about the 
propriety of extending to any more grocers 
the right of selling liquor by the glass. 
In so far as they are concerned, it would 
probably be better limited to tho bottle. 
These are matters which wo hopo to Roe 
tho new Council take up aud ileal with 
at ones, iu order that tho necessary legis- 
lation may ba had during tho present 
session.

Monday, Jftn. 19fch. 
Tho Speaker took the Chair at 2:05 
o'clock. 

HUSH FIRES. 

I )Mr. B00U1 obtained loavo to introduce 
a Bill to prevent bush Area. 

NANAIMO UltlDOH. 

Mr. Robson moved that copies of all 
correspondence, relating to the loss of 
tha lattice bridge oror Nanaimo Itiver, be 
laid boforo this House. 

Carriod. 

IiOAD TAX. 

Mr. Mara explained that, inasmuch as 
he had voted with, tho minority, it might 
not be in order for him to mova iho re- 
solution -which he had placed on the Or- 
ders of the Day to rescind the previous 
Yoto, Ho had, therefore, arranged with 
Mr. Duck to movo it. 

Mr. Duck then moved that the voto of 
this Houso, of the 8th of January, iust., 
that the Act intituled "An Act to Repeal 
the 'Road Tax Extension Act, 1873,' " bo 
read this day six months, ba rescinded. 

Hon. Mr. Walkom said that if the re- 
solution was intended to apply to tho 
road tax so far as it applied to pastoral 
leasas, tho Government would bring 
down a bill to that effect. 

Mr. Humphreys pointed out the pal- 
pable injustice to small holders that a Bill 
which only relieved holders of pastoral 
leases would he. 

Mr. Mara said that in the Mainland, 
east of the Cascades, 320 acres were held 
to he only equal to 1G0 acres ou tho Is- 
land. A farmer east of tho Cascades, 
thoreforo paid $12 80, while tho farmer 
on the Island paid but $6 40 cents per 
acre road-tar. He proceeded to point out 
how tho Government might, hy a revi- 
sion of the poll-tax, sutler no loss to tho 
revenue by relieving the farmers of tho 
interior of at least a portion of tho road- 
tax which bora so heavily upon them. 

Tha Attorney-General ropliod that if 
a poll-tax wero were put on instead of this 
tax, Victoria oity would pay tho largest 
share, having tho largest population. Ho 
moved to amend tho resolution ho as to 
read with a view to cutting off the tax so 
far as pastoral leases were affected. 

Mr. Smith warmly supported tho reso- 
lution of the member for Jvootenay. 

Mr. Humphreys olaimed that tho 
nmondment was out of order. Tho Houso 
should uot bo tied down to a discussion 
on an abstract point. 

The Speaker said that the amendment 
was in order. 

Mr. Mara opposed the amendment, tho 
large majority of tho people of the Main- 
land wero opposed to this system of taxa- 
tion which bore heavily on the poor man 
and lightly on the rich. If we could not 
reach the rich man this session let us re- 
liovo tho poor man. At present stockmen 
wore taxed, ton per cc.it. on the value of 
their herds. Was there over such a tax 
heard of before? 

Sir. Robson spoke in favor of tho reso- 
lution and in opposition to tho amend- 
ment. 

Air. Holbrook .supported the amend- 
ment because tho Government intended 
to construct roads with tho money rais 
ed. 

Mr. Smitho supported the original mo- 
tion. Ho said that the road-tax ought 
uot to appear in tho estimates at all, not 
ono dollar could bs diver tod from t!to 
. district in which it was raised. This the 
Attorney-General knew very well that .til 
Victoria paid in the form of road-tax 
would have to be, expended within its 
limits. If ;?100() waa raised in Oowichan 
by taxation the Government came down 
and asked the House to voto it to Oowich- 
an, when it already belonged toCowichan 
by statute. Ho contended that the tax be 
lundcso as to fall equally on all classes of 
tho community. 

Mr. Humphreys said that the people; of 
tho Mainland wore not averse to the pay- 
ment of taxes, but that they wished to bo 
t:txod equitably and justly. The men 
(teamsters) who used the road most, ought 
to pay the most taxation; but tho Main- 
land pooplc only asked that all should 
pay alike. 

Hon. Mr. Walkom then withdrew his 
amendment and promised to bring down 
a Bill to moot the difficulty. 

Mr. Smitho asked the following quos- 
tion: — Is it tho intention of the Govern- 
ment to take any action towards comply- 
ing with tho prayer of those Elootors of 
Salt Spring Island, whoso Petition now 
lies on tho Table of this House, and 
which asks to have tho Letters Patent 
creating Salt Spring a Municipality can- 
celled ? 

Hon. Sir. Walkem-"- No; the relief ask- 
fld for is the subjeet for a private Bill.

Tho candidates present for tho Com- 
mons wore: Messrs. Bunster, Booth, 
Anderson and Carey; for tho local As- 
sembly: Messrs. Robertson, Mclllmoyl, 
McMillan and Smith. 

Hon. A. Bunster had already opened 
proceedings and finished speaking whon 
our reporter arrived. 

Mr. Anderson addressed tho mooting 
anil said that while seeking Parliamentary 
honors he laid stress ou his personal 
knowledge of the interior. He had sent a 
report with a map to Mr. Marcus Smith, 
advocating a now lino along tho Eraser 
River to the Ohilcotin Plains; 100 miles 
shorter; offering only a rise of 5 foot in 
tho mile; 3 feet of snow; and entirely 
avoiding tho defiles of tuo Cariboo range. 
He advocated the immediate construction 
of tho Railway; Esquimaltas tho terminus; 
the Dry Dock as a national and uot a Pro 
vinoial work; modified tariff and recipro- 
city. [Cheers. J He disclaimed tiny pre- 
arranged plan of vote-splitting with Mr. 
Mclllmoyl in favor of Mr. Booth. Ho 
looked for their votes aud support. [Ap- 
plause. ) 

Mr. Booth said ho relied on the good 
sense of tho electors. Ho advocated 
"party government," particularly of the 
Reform party, whoso history he sketched, 
showing its position, power, policy, and 
freedom from bribery. 

An Elector. — How long has it been in 
power ? 

Mr. Booth went on to show tho adhe- 
sion of tho Lower Provincos to that party 
who now hold Western Canada and wero 
our neighbors. He defcnd?d Mr. Mac- 
kenzie's policy and advocated measures, 
not men. 

fjjgAn Elector. — Will Mackenzie carry out 
tho railway scheme ? 

Mr. Booth. — Yes. We must keep quiet, 
increase the revenue and uphold the Re- 
form party. "Protection Tariff" 
instead of " Ho venue Tariff" and "Excise" 
He advocated the continuance of tho 20 
mile reservation to Seymour Narrows and 
looked for their support and votes. 

Mr. Carey next addressed tho mooting 
in a long speech, explaining how Con- 
federation affected our interests, offering 
to support tho administration which would 
build the Railway.

This mooting was convened at Simp- 
son's Hotel long after tho appointed hour. 
It was feared at ono timo that it would not 
bo held atall, electors aud candidates being 
dotained along^tho road by bad travelling. 
Whon called to order at about 'J o'clock 
p.m., somo fifty settlors appeared, who 
voted Mr. Imrio in tho chair and Mr. R. 
Johns, Secretary. 

Hon. A. Bunster again opened proceed 
iugs hy stating that ho had not called this 
mooting in connection with his oanvass 
for Ottawa; but merely to ascertain their 
wishes in connection with tho require- 
ments of tho District, which ho proceeded 
to explain, and which they approved 
without a dissenting voice.

Tho members of 
Junta surrendered the iron-clad Nu- 
mancio to French authorities at Mersel 
Kobif and the tricolor now* floats on 
her. 

LoNDOif, Jan. 14, — The Times' cor- 
respondent a Cartagena writes that on 
the Government troops entering the 
oity they shot eight Insurgents who 
were trying to escape. Tho occupa- 
tion of the town vas otherwise blood- 
hiss. 

Five hundred refugees, among them 
Darcia, a prominent loader, were taken 
prisoneis aboard tho captured ves- 
sel. 

A Spanish frigate has arrivo rl at 
Mersel Kebir, and has demanded tho 
surrender of the Numancia. The 
French authorities refused to do so 
until they have ordc \s from Paris, 
The vessel is comparatively uninjured, 

The condition of the foris around 
Cartagena confirms tho suspicion of 
treachery, and provisions were found 
to be fairly plentiful in the town.

They were disputing about 
somo financial matters connected with 
the Btillwol] Bank of Anderson, when 
Stillwell drew a pistol and fired. The 
ball struck some silver dollars which 
wero in Oorwin's pocket, wounding 
him slightly in the log. Convin then 
iirod, hitting Srilhvcll in the templo, 
tho ball passing through his brain. 
Covwin then surrendered himself.
